This is in reply to the Notice mailed January 12. 2004 regarding the alleged return of our check. 
A copy of the Notice is attached for reference. 

We understand that this matter has been resolved with our Accounts I department. Our checks 
were am jS^mcd bv the bank. The problem apparently arose because our checks, although 
payable in U.S. funds through the Manhattan Bronx and Brooklyn Collection Arrangement at the 
Royal Bank of Canada, New York Branch, was apparently not coded for automatic processing in 
the United States 

We have been using the same checks for many years, and it now appears, unknown to us. that in 
previous instances the local bank would manually enter a code on the check to enable it to be 
processed through the automata system. In the case of this check, it was apparently not 
automatically processed and therefore returned to the originating bank, the Royal Bank, which 
immediately remitted the funds. The funds were therefore available in the USPTC ) hank account, 
but apparently not directly traceable to this transaction.
